Open Session at 7:24 pm, the board noted that during the 
Executive Session the board decided to sign a three-year 
contract with Town Administrator Jack Dolan. 

At 7:25 pm the board met with John and Mag- 
gie Sweeney to discuss the status of the so-called Marion 
Crossing property situated adjacent to their Maggie's Ice 
Cream establishment at the corner of Route 6 and Spring 
Street. The combined residential and commercial property 
will boast four two-bedroom apartments, one one-bed- 
room apartment, one two-bedroom unit, and three three- 
bedroom units, along with 6500 square feet of retail space. 

The Sweeneys have submitted an application for 
reallocating sewer and wastewater close for the property, 
which would allow them to use any excess sewer/ waste- 
water capacity that the town doesn't use. 

''Verbally I have been informed that there is some 
(excess) capacity and it is sufficient to meet the needs of 
Mr. Sweeney," Mr. Dolan said. "As I read the policy, the 
projects meets all the requirements." 

"I think perhaps this is somewhat different be- 
cause of the LIP application and we do have an existing 
water / sewer connection there already," Mr. Sweeney said. 
"This certainly makes it a lot simpler." 

Resident Jean Marr asked how many trees would 
be taken down as part of the project, since she would like 
to retain the vegetated buffer between properties. 

"Something I've been very conscious of is remov- 
ing trees," Mr. Sweeney said. "I'm not going to take down 
one tree that isn't necessary."

''This isn't the end of the process for Mr. Swee- 
ney tonight," Mr. Dolan said. "He'll next have to appear 
before the Planning Board and then the Board of Appeals, 
so there will certainly be other opportunities to fine-tune 
the project as it progresses." 

"I wish like heck this thing had been done a long 
time ago," added Marion Housing Committee Chairman 
Stuart Richardson. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to ac- 
cept Mr. and Ms. Sweeney's application to use the excess 
sewer/ wastewater capacity. 

At 7:37 pm the board met with Town Counsel 
Jon Witten to discuss the Little Neck Village expansion 
Request for Proposals (RFP). 

"The RFP process is mandated by state statute ... 
it's fairly painless, but it must be carried forward," Mr. 
Witten said. "It's advertised in the Central Register and 
then the Selectmen can go forward and accept the pro- 
posal." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to accept 
the RFP for Little Neck Village as submitted, subject to 
final review and approval by the Marion Housing Com- 
mittee at a meeting slated for later in the week. 

While Mr. Witten was present. Chairman Henry 
asked for input from him as Town Counsel over the recent 
staffing changes at the Marion Town House which some 
claimed were "illegal" due to a prior Town Meeting vote.

and the job description for the Town Administrator and 
it is my opinion that it is certainly under the Town Ad- 
ministrator's purview to make such staffing decisions as 
needed,'' Mr. Witten said. 

''Certainly politics enters into any decision made 
within (Town House) and I have to confess to not be- 
ing the best politician at times," Mr. Dolan said. "I never 
would have guessed that my decision to reduce a position 
by what amounts to 5.5 hours would lead to a call for a 
Special Town Meeting. I view (the call for a Special Town 
Meeting) as excessive ... and will result in the squandering 
of Town House resources." 

Mr. Dolan, instead, suggested any action be de- 
ferred until the Annual Town Meeting in May, so the town 
wouldn't have to incur the expense of holding a Special 
Town Meeting. 

"My first premise is that I would hope what we 
can do here is to perhaps have a cooling off period," Se- 
lectman Jeffrey said. "At the end of that cooling off period 
... I would hope that the parties could get together again 
and work together to try and establish what's appropriate 
(for both departments). I strenuously feel that something 
of this magnitude should not go before a Special Town 
Meeting." 

"I think that the roles of the players here are 
already clearly defined and have been," Chairman Henry 
said. "It is fundamentally the right of the Board of Select- 
men to undertake managerial decisions — it always has 
been, always will be. There's no doubt in my mind that

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the public expects us to get our hands around the cost of 
government, keep the tax rate stable, and do whatever 
it takes to achieve efficiency in town government. These 
are real concerns. People keep worrying about whether 
they'll be able to afford to live here ... with the tax rates 
going up." 

Chairman Henry again revisited the suggestion 
made at a previous meeting by Selectman Jeffrey to have 
a sitdown with the Planning Board, Board of Health and 
Conservation Commission (ConCom) to discuss how to 
better handle such decisions in the future and he said he 
remains committed to that action.

"I understand that things have been done a certain 
way in Marion for many years. When things seem so crys- 
tal-clear to me, it's hard to see (otherwise)." 

With that. Selectman Jeffrey moved to take Mr. 
Dolan' s recommendation for staffing changes under 
advisement and hire someone temporarily for the Plan- 
ning Board; then hold a meeting with representatives of 
the Planning Board, Board of Health, ConCom, and the 
Town Administrator; then, if all else fails, hire a mediator 
to work out future staffing concerns between the vari- 
ous boards; and, finally, review the recommendations of 
Marion 2015 draft report and implement them as soon as 
possible. 

The board unanimously voted to approve three 
of the four motions — save for the suggestion to seek a 
mediator — as made by Selectman Jeffrey. 

"I, personally, don't want to see a Special Town 
Meeting," agreed Planning Board Chairman Peter Win- 
ters. "But I also think our voices need to be heard in the 
democratic process."

The main objective of the STM will be to regain for the 
elected town boards — Health, Planning and Assessors — the 
right to hire and retain, manage and supervise their own admin- 
istrative personnel in a manner consistent with those boards' 
commitment to Marion's Town Meeting members and prior 
practice. That will be presented and must be voted separately at 
the STM. It is expected that the total number of administrative 
personnel in those boards, and their pay, will remain the same as 
understood at the time of the last Annual Town Meeting.

Hit or IVIiss

d Munich. Starring Eric Bana and Daniel Craig. 
Directed by Steven Spielberg. Running time: 164 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 
Steven Spielberg has always known how to tell a 
story, but I remember a time when he also knew how to 
end one. In recent years, his work has been marred by 
flailing last-minute attempts at redemption, meaning, 
depth. It started, I'm afraid, with that awful "I could have sold this pin" 
scene near the end of Schindler's List, and at the finish of Spielberg's new 
film Munich we witness the conflicted hero Avner Kaufman (Eric Bana) 
envisioning the slaughter of Israeli athletes while performing husbandly 
duties atop his wife. It reminded me of a Morrissey lyric, "In the midst of 
life we are in death, et cetera," from a Smiths tune whose title could also 
describe Avner: "Sweet and Tender Hooligan." The scene is embarrassing. 
Is Spielberg too powerful now to allow anyone in his sphere to tell him his 
fly is open? 

Spielberg's Saving Private Ryan was an old-school war movie that 
strove to say something larger; Munich is a traditional spy flick that has 
similar designs on significance (and Oscars). When Spielberg gets down to 
business, there's no director more economical. The movie runs two hours 
and forty-four minutes but goes smoothly and swiftly. In a whirlwind of 
media, we learn that nine Israeli Olympic athletes have been kidnapped by 
Palestinian terrorists; Spielberg and his longtime editor Michael Kahn turn 
it into a global nightmare collage, with people all over the world reacting 
in horror. It's the first of several parallels to 9/11, which seems to have 
haunted Spielberg's work in 2005 (War of the Worlds capitalized on the 
imagery, Munich considers the wounded, affronted, vengeful aftermath). 

Avner Kaufman, an Israeli Mossad agent, is picked to lead four other 
men in an unofficial campaign, blessed by Golda Meir, to hunt down and 
kill those involved in the Munich massacre. Avner 's crew includes the 
pugnacious Steve (future 007 Daniel Craig), the dyspeptic Carl (Ciaran 
Hinds), the forger Hans (Hanns Zischler), and the nervous toymaker Robert 
(Mathieu Kassovitz), whose talents are put to more brutal use building 
bombs. When the men plot and scam and pay their way towards their tar- 
gets, and when not one of the assassinations goes as planned, Spielberg is 




in his pure-cinema element, working with sheer movement and suspense. 
There's about an hour's worth of greatness in Munich. 

As has been pointed out elsewhere, Spielberg also genuflects toward 
the film classics of the period (1972-1973), right down to the naturaUstic 
color scheme out of a William Friedkin thriller. Francis Coppola gets 
a substantial nod: a thwarted attempt on a terrorist bigwig recalls Vito 
Corleone's stalking of the vicious Mafioso in The Godfather Part II, and 
when Avner rips his phone apart looking for bugs (or worse) it's right out 
of The Conversation. Spielberg can still stage violence so that it brings 
you up short: assassination here is a sticky, ugly business, and when Avner 
and his men close in on a half-naked Dutch hit woman the movie willingly 
crosses the line into sickening. What makes the scene all the more hideous 
is the incongruous humanity of the dying woman reaching for her cat, for 
a final snuggle. 

Munich presents terrorism and vengeful retaliation for terrorism as 
two sides of the same nasty coin, in perpetual spin. Spielberg knows there 
are no pat answers and offers none, other than that the Arab-Israeli conflict 
is foul and unresolvable. He gives voice to aU sides and takes none, though 
there's more than a hint that America's retaliatory violence after 9/11 is 
on Spielberg's mind as well. (An image at the end shows us the New York 
skyline circa 1973 — with, of course, the World Trade Center still standing.) 
In the end, Munich is a chastened and inchoate work, atoning for the very 
spy-movie gambits it has thrilled us with. Perhaps the world weighs too 
heavily on Spielberg for him to be a simple entertainer anymore (his 2002 
Catch Me If You Can is about the closest he's come lately to the fanciful 
touch he used to have). He has the power and skill to get these muddled, 
clenched historical films made, but that doesn't mean he's the right director 
to make them.
